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St. John’s Episcopal Church 
Maxted, an eccentric scholar with a 
photographic memory. Fr. Maxted loved to 
attend chatauqua lectures at Pascagoula 
High School, and he would frequently stand 
up and correct the speaker. Fr. Maxted’s 
son, Aubrey, graduated from Pascagoula 
High School in 1933 and was ordained 
Deacon at St. John’s in 1940. 

In 1941, the Rev. Frederick S. Resch 
became Vicar of St. John’s, and he establish- 
ed a drive to purchase a new organ in 1946, 
and reorganized the Sunday School and 
choir. Fr. Resch moved to Kingman, 
Arizona, where he lived until his death in 
1987. 

The Rev. Cyril I. Viamynck became Priest 
at St. John’s in 1948, and under his leader- 
ship, St. John’s grew for the first time since 
the turn of the Century. St. John’s became 
a parish in 1954, and the church building was 
enlarged and remodeled in 1962. Fr. Cyril 
brought the high church tradition with him, 
and established the sung service and high 
mass as the worship norms. 

Fr. Harold O. Martin came to St. John’s 
in 1969, continuing the high church tradi- 
tion. St. John’s again “‘burst at the seams”’ 
because of new industrial expansion at 
Ingalls Shipyard and other industries. A new 
Parish Hall with offices and Sunday School 
rooms and fellowship area were built in 1976. 
Also during Fr. Martin’s tenure, new stain- 
ed glass windows were purchased from 
Hauser Glass. 

Fr. Paul E. Cosby became Rector in 1978, 
and undertook an ambitious program of 
outreach for the poor and needy. Cosby’s 
goal was to give away one dollar for each 
dollar the church spent on itself. Also, at this 
time, a new Wicks pipe organ was purchas- 
ed and installed in 1983. Fr. Cosby worked 
toward liturgical renewal, and brought a 
female assistant, the Rev. Annwn Hawkins, 
to Pascagoula. She served as interim Priest 
after Cosby left in 1986. 

The Rev'd. John Gibson became Rector of 
St. John’s in February, 1987. Fr. Gibson is 
a dedicated Priest for his congregation, 
faithfully calling on the sick and shit-ins in 
the hospital, nursing homes, and at family 
residences. Fr. Gibson continues the high 


church tradition, and calls on St. John’s to - 


be “A Eucharistic Community serving Our 
Risen Lord.” ; 

In 1988, the Rev’d. Rob Nichols was call- 
ed to be Curate at St. John’s assisting Fr. 
Gibson in caring for the Episcopalians of our 
community.

Christ Lutheran Church of Pascagoula 
was organized in 1888 by Pastor G. 
Doescher of New Orleans and a group of 


- people of Lutheran persuasion. The deed con- 


veying the original parcel of land to the new 
organization indicates that the price paid 
was $175.00. Located on South Pascagoula 
Street in Scranton, as the place was then 
called, the property was transferred to the 
then trustees of the young congregation: 
‘Chris Nelson, C. Brondum, and H. Colle, and 
the instrument was signed by Josephine A. 
Donovan on June 7,.1888. George Frentz 
and J. Tarkel, Sr., are listed as additional 
trustees in 1894. The earliest church records 
are incomplete; thus only thé names of these 
leaders of the first years are available. 

Throughout its history the congregation 
has been deeply concerned to’have and to 
hold the doctrines of the Bible, the clear and 
all-sufficient Word of God: the devine Law 
in all its severity — and the saving Gospel, 
summarized in John’s words: “The blood of 
Jesus Christ, God’s Son, cleanseth us from 
all sin.” ; 

The pastors who have served Christ 
Church have adhered to the eternal Word 
and to the tenets of the congregation's 
founders through these one hundred years.

This faith is still taught and proclaimed 
here without interruption, and is guarded 
from all admixture of error by the principle: 
“The Scripture is interpreted by Scripture.” 
Young and old are led to realize that “faith 
without works is dead,” — that the evidence 
of a genuine faith in Christ as Redeemer and 
Lord is offered by the consecrated life, the 
words, the actions of the professing 
Christian. 

Thus the Lutheran Church, by the grace 


‘of God, has been protected from sectarian 


errors, which create and promote doubt and 
confusion. Its adherents and members know 
that the anxious queries of the human mind 


’ and heart, questions concerning forgiveness 


of sin, questions about peace of mind and 
heart and conscience, questions regarding 
the dread of approaching death — are all 
answered in the ringing words of the New 
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Testament Apostle: “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved.” 

This principle enables the Lutheran 
Christian to be certain of forgiveness and 
eternal salvation. His faith does not rest on 
some vague or faulty or even pernicious 
scheme for earning salvation, but upon the 
unshakable and eternal truth of God, which 
declares that forgiveness of sin and salva- 
tion is a free gift of God’s grace in Christ 
Jesus, the only Savior of mankind. 

The Rev. Fred. C. Weidmann was the 
pastor of St. Paul’s Lutheran Church, 
Escatawpa, from 1879 onward, and seems 
to have done much toward the establishment 
and encouragement of the new Scranton con- 
gregation. Two other pastors, W. Lewerenz 
of Escatawpa and Leopold Wahl of Mobile, 
served the Scranton-Pascagoula Lutherans 
during the 1880 s. 

Unlike many of the Lutheran Churches 
established by German emigrants at the 
time, Christ Lutheran Church of Scranton 
(Pascagoula) was an English speaking con- 
gregation. Since its services and religious 
instruction were in English, Christ Church 
did not join the German speaking 
Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Missouri, 
Ohio and other States, but instead affiliated 
with the English Synod. It was not until 
1912 when the English Synod joined the 
Missouri Synod, that Christ Lutheran 
Church, Pascagoula, became a member of 
the Southern District of the Lutheran- 
Church Missouri Synod. 

An attractive church structure was com- 
pleted in 1889, and the first resident pastor 
was the Rev. C.N. Yonce. It appears that 
after Pastor Yonce had moved away, the 
congregation was served for a time by the 
Rev. Fred C. Weidmann of the old St. Paul’s 
Lutheran Church of Escatawpa. The names 
of the first confirmation class of Christ 
Evangelical Lutheran Church, confirmed by 
Rev. C.N. Yonce, confirmed June 28, 1889;' 
on Pentecost Sunday were: Julius Frenti 
Henry Frentz, Anna Frentz, Emma Frentz;' 
Henrietta Ehlers, Josephine Ehlers, Charles 
Addicks, Fred Lindinger, John Brondum 
and Henry Brondum. The members of the 
class of 1890 were Elizabeth Bentzen, Ida 
Addicks, Mena Colle, and Helena Frentz. 

The next pastor of Christ Church was the 
Rev. C.J. Broders who remained with the 
congregation for nine years, 1891-1900. 

During the Rev. C.J. Broders incumben- 
cy, the parochial school flourished. The hur- 
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ricane of 1893 completely demolished the 
church building. However, the Lord’s help 
was at hand, and it was He who made the 
hearts of Lutherans in sister-congregations 
willing to assist in erecting a new structure. 
This church was dedicated to the service and 
the glory of the Triune God on Easter 
Sunday, 1894. 

This solidly-built structure was financed 
by donations from Lutheran Churches 


| \thtoughout the United States. The cost of 


‘200.00 had been over-subscribed so that 
x3 debt rested on the new church at the time

The building was designed by B. Price of 
Philadelphia, a frame structure, 28’ x 50’, the

design of Gothic style. 

The dedication ceremony was conducted 
by Rev. G. Wegener of New Orleans and the 
iocal pastor, Rev. C.J. Broders. The Mobiie 
Choir with its Director, Professor G. Wein- 
bach was present for the anniversary. It is 


mentioned that the evening service was led: 


by the Rev. R. Biedermann who preached ‘a 
“beautiful sermon on the words of Exodus 
20:24, In all places where I recordyny Name, 
I will come unto thee and I will bless thee.” 

Ever since that time, Christ Lutheran 
Church has shown its appreciation by 
assisting in building Lutheran Churches 
throughout the Southern District and far 


_ beyond its borders through the divinely- 


blessed agency of The Lutheran Church - 
Missouri Synod. 

Broders was succeeded in the pulpit of this 
congregation by the Rev. C.O. Smith, who 
served from 1900 to 1905. Smith was a 
talented educator, possessing great gifts as 
a teacher, and using them valiantly for the 
upbuilding of the Kingdom of God in the 
Pas-Point area. Later-he served for many 
years as a professor of History and of Latin 
at Concordia College, Conover, North 
Carolina. 

The marriage of Mr. Charles Brash and 
Miss Anna C. Johnson on October 14, 1900 
took place in the romantic setting of the 
lighthouse on Horn Island, and it is so 
recorded in the Church Book. Pastor C.O. 
Smith officiated at this ceremony. 

The next incumbent of the pastoral office 
here was the Rev. C.H. Kenreich, who serv- 
ed from 1906 to 1910, and who, during his 
tenure, opened mission stations at Biloxi and 
in Gulfport. 

In 1908, the Rev. Kenreich initiated a 
parish paper called “The Watchman”. It 
advertises church services at Christ Church, 
Scranton, the first and third-Sunday at 9:45 
a.m.; 2nd and 4th Sunday at 7:30 p.m.; 5th 
Sundays, 7:30 p.m. and Sunday School at 
8:30 every Sunday morning. ; 

Subscription to the-paper was by carrier, 
or mail, 50 cents a year, payablein advance 
— the Rev..C.H. Kenreich: Editor. © 

Kenreich was succeeded by Pastor A.J. 
Schliesser wHo gave the work in Pascagoula 
his full energies in 1910 and 1911. . 

At the time of the congregation’s 25th An- 
niversary Celébration on November 9, 1913, 
the Rev. P.E. Seidler was in charge of the 
work of the local church. 

Pastor William J.H. Wedig served the con- 
gregation from 1917-1937. He traveled wide- 
ly in the area, and the Church Book shows 
that he was careful and conscientious in 


keeping all records of the official acts 
performed. . 

A mission was established in Gulfport in 
1919 by Rev. Wedig at the request of a pious 
god-mother (Mrs. Colle) concerned about 
Lutheran confirmation of her god-son, 
Charles Iverson. 

The Rev. Wedig served until 1937, and 
was succeeded by Rev. John F. Nau. 

Rev. Nau was ordained on July 25, 1937 
at Christ Lutheran Church. This was his first 
call to the ministry after graduation. 

Nau was in charge of the congregation and 
its work at the time of the 50th Anniversary 
Services on November 13, 1938, and carried 
on until 1940. 

Rev. William F. Wedig of New Orleans, 
the latest of four sons of former pasters of 
Christ Church, preached the dedication 
sermon. 

The Rev. Nau served until 1940 and was 
succeeded by the Rev. Frederick A. Graef. 

The Rev. Graef together with ministers 
from other protestant churches held an 
Easter Sunrise Service in the Pavilion at 
Pascagoula Beach Park. Several hundred 
persons and a few soldiers from Camp 
Shelby were present. It was noted in the 
newspaper write-up that this was a new ven- 
ture for this area. 

Rev. Graef initiated the Midnight 
Christmas Eve Service for Christ Lutheran. 

Christ Lutheran granted Pastor Graef a 
leave of absence from 1943 to 1945 to enable 
him to serve as an Army Chaplain during 
World War II, and the Rev. Melford Yonker 
served as interim minister during Graef’s 
tour of duty. 

A new parish house was erected during 
Pastor Graef’s tenure of office. Lumber for 
part of this structure had been salvaged 

-from the former St. Paul’s Lutheran Church 
and School in Escatawpa. 

The new building was named Lutheran 
Memorial Hall, in grateful memory of the 
Escatawpa Church, the first Lutheran 
Church in the State of Mississippi. It was 
dedicated on May 30, 1948, in connection 
with the observance of the 60th Anniversary 
of the founding of Christ Lutheran Church, 
Pascagoula. On the same day a recognition 
service was held, marking the 25th 
anniversary. 7 

During this period of'time, Miss Hilma 
Melene was honored for her 43 years of ser- 
vice as organist. She has truly given of her 
time and talents to the glory of God, and is 
ar inspiration to.all who have witnessed her 


* selflessness. She was organist, Sunday 


School teacher, and:worked with the young 


- people as teacher, guide, leader, advisor and 


friend. At one time‘she.taught 14 students 


to play the organ. Miss Melene continued . 


serving as organist_for nine more years. 
The Rev. Frederick H. Zucker became 
Pastor Graef’s successor. He served Christ 
Chureh from 1950 to 1957. It was during his 
incumbency that the enlarged and remodeled 
church of buff brick. was built, It is signifi- 
cant that the building which is in use today, 
after 100 years of constant use was adjudged 


so completely sound in 1954, that’ our 


present church structure was actually built 
around the framework of the building 
dedicated in 1894. 

It was dedicated to the service and the 
glory of God in 1955. The building commit- 
tee was headed by Captain Herman H. Colle. 
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Later the same year, Mr. Colle departed this 
life to be forever with the Lord, and:a com- 
memorative plaque in bronze ‘‘To the glory 
of God and in loving memory of Herman H. 


.Colle”’ was formally placed on the west wall 


of the church to which he gave so much of 
his time and talent. Other members of the 
building committee were Charles J. 


, Bogdahn, chairman, William C. Brondum, 
and Andrew M. Brondum. 


During Zucker’s tenure of office the con- 
gregation for several years. maintained a 
most successful kindergarten taught by 
Mrs. Zucker, and it was during this time, 
too, that a new beginning of our church’s 
work was made in Biloxi. This work was in- 
itiated by Pastor Zucker and, having been 
supported and subsidized by the Southern 
District of The Lutheran Church - Missouri 
Synod, and given its initial financial impetus 
by a generous appropriation from Christ 
Lutheran Church, it has resulted in the suc- 
cessful -and permanent establishment of 
Good Shepherd Lutheran Church. 

An interesting venture of Christ Lutheran 
Church was the annual celebration of its 
Easter Sunrise Service at Lake Drive-In 
Theater on Ingalls Avenue. Apparently, this 
venture started in 1950, possibly with either 
Pastor Yonker or Frederick Zucker. 

The Rev. Luther H. Loesch ministered 
here from 1957-1959. During this time we 
celebrated our 70th Anniversary. The Rev. 
Loesch meticulously gathered the history of 
the church up to the dedication date of 
November 23, 1958. 

The Rev. Gerhardt G. Rische served as 
pastor from 1959-1979. He is a graduate of 
Concordia Seminary, St. Louis, Missouri. 
During his pastorate a beautiful new 
Lutheran Memorial Hall was built. The 
Dedication Services were held December 6, 
1970, with the Rev. William F. Wedig of 
New Orleans speaking at the Thanksgiving 
Service at 10:15 a.m., and Dr. John F. Nau 
preached the sermon of Dedication at 4:00 
p.m. It is stated that the dedication of Christ 
Lutheran Memorial Hall completes the se- 
cond stage of the church rebuilding program. 
In the Service of Thanksgiving and Praise 
the efforts of the Building Committee and 
those who offered of their talent, gifts and 
sterling testimony for the completion of this 
building were acknowledged. 

An active kindergarten was part of the 
congregation’s educational program in the 
60’s, directed by Mrs. Betty Rische. In 1966 
a class of 65 students was graduated to the 
first grade, a record number for the schools 
program. 

Pastor Rische served until 1979. 

Dr. John F. Nau served as interim pastor 
from 1979-1981. Through his love and 
capable leadership he inspired the congrega- 
tion to continue in our Lord’s work to the 


‘best of our ability and encouraged our 


faithful service. 
- January 6, 1980 the new large church sign 


_was dedicated. 


‘The Rev. Leo E. Wehrspann ministered 
from 1981-1986. His installation was held on 
Pentecost Sunday, June 7, 1981 at 5:00 p.m. 

‘The Rev. Wehrspann is a native of 
Ottosen, Iowa, and a graduate of Concordia 
Seminary, Springfield, Illinois. He holds a 
Master of Divinity degree and a Master of 
Arts in Religion. 

Services were conducted by the Rev. 


David Schneider of Gulfport, the Rev. 
William Wedig of New Orleans, Dr. John 
Nau of Hattiesburg and the Rev. Pat Yunker 
of Mobile. 


The Rev. Wehrspann is married to the- 


former Helen E. Larson of Eagle Grove, 


Iowa and they have four children. Mrs.. 


Webhrspann, an accomplished organist, fill- 
ed the church with beautiful music. 
In the spring of 1982, a Pan-Lutheran 


Worship Service was conducted on the ~ 
grounds of First Lutheran Church of Kreole- 


with Pastor Wehrspann and Pastor Pat 


Yunker leading the service. ae 


In 1982 the church acquired the Gautier 
property to enlarge the grounds. 

October 31, 1982 the Lutheran Heritage 
Festival Service was held. This marked the 
100th Anniversary of the Southern District 
of the Lutheran Church-Missouri Synod, 
1882-1982. This service was held at Christ 
Lutheran, Pascagoula in conjunction with 
churches from Forest, Hancock, Harrison, 
Pearl River and Jackson Counties. 

A bus tour of the Escatawpa site, Hurley, 
Kreole and Pascagoula was provided for 
members and guests. 

Songs, food, costumes and entertainment 
indigenous to the Lutheran lands of 
Denmark, Finland, Germany, Norway and 
Sweden were included. Dr. John F. Nau was 
speaker. 

Christ Lutheran Church in Pascagoula ex- 
perienced two significant events in two 
consecutive weeks. 

On April 10, 1983 a walk-up ramp was 
dedicated providing easy access to the 
sanctuary, and on April 17, 1983 the con- 
gregation participated in a mortgage 
burning ceremony for Christ Lutheran 
Memorial Hall. 

At the end of 1987 the church property 
took on a face-lift. The adjoining property 
was purchased, making way for an enlarg- 
ed parking area. A portico was built to cover 
the handicapped ramp, a driveway provid- 
ed and paving of the parking area. A covered 
walkway added between the church and 
Memorial Hall. The front of the church was 
changed by removing the awning and adding 
more roof over the steps. All this happened 
because of generous donations. 

The Rev. Walter C. McCrillis, II was in- 
stalled March 1, 1987. The Rev. McCrillis is 
a native of Middleborough, Massachusetts, 
where he received his early education. He at- 
tended one year at the University of 
Massachusetts before receiving an appoint- 
ment to the United States Military 
Academy at West Point, New York. Upon 
his graduation in 1955 with a Bachelor of 
Science degree he was commissioned as a 
Second Lieutenant in the United States Air 
Force. Later that year he married Nancy 
Dahlquist, his high school sweetheart. 

Military tours of duty took them from 
Alaska to Texas, from Montana to New 
York. In 1973, while assigned to Barksdale 
Air Force Base in Louisiana, he and N: ancy 
were confirmed as members of Itmmanuel 
Lutheran Church, Bossier City, by the Rev. 
Siegfried Kunz. 2 


He left the Air Force in 1979 and entered. 


Concordia Seminary, Fort Wayne, Indiana. 


Before graduation he completed his year of - 


vicarage at St. Paul’s Lutheran Church in 
New Orleans. Following graduation in 1983 
he was ordained in Bossier City, Louisiana 


and subsequently installed as pastor of Our 
Saviour Lutheran Church, Columbus, 
Mississippi, where he had been serving un- 
til he accepted the Call to Christ Lutheran. 

He and Nancy have two daughters, 
Pauline Ruth Williams of Aurora, Colorado 
and Lorily Bailey of Rupert, Idaho, and 
three, grandchildren.

FIRST UNITED 


METHODIST CHURCH ; 


When the Methodist Episcopal Church 
was organized in Baltimore in 1784, the aréa 
which now comprises Jackson County was 
outside the boundaries of the United States 
and it was unlikely that anyone at that time 
envisioned Methodism being established in 
Pascagoula or in the adjacent areas. Unlike 
many settlements which were only small 
defined spots on a map, the locality known 
as Pascagoula was.a larger region bordered 
on each direction by a different type of 
water. Krebs Lake on the north, the Gulf on 
the south, the Pascagoula River on the west. 
and Bayou Casotte on the east, enclosed the 
area which generally represents our present- 
day city limits. An 1852 map designated this 
as East Pascagoula. 

When the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, came into existence as a result of the 
1845 division, Pascagoula was still thinly 
populated, but the beach front featuring the 
renowned McRae Hotel, was becoming a 
stable community as well as a popular sum- 
mer resort. Valentine Delmas. and Louis 
Augustus Frederic earlier had laid out some 


‘of the streets in the future locality of 


Scranton, but there is no existing record of 
Methodist activity in this area before the 
Civil War. Historian Cyril Cain, in his book 
“Four Centuries on the Pascagoula’’, states 
that Captain John Grant, a Baptist, erected 
a school building and a church on Grant 
Street, chiefly for the education of his grand- 
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children but the church was not limited to 
any certain denomination. 

Obviously, there was little or no concen- 
tration of Methodist families which was 
conducive to the formation of societies such 
as those which had: been established at 
Salem Camp Ground in 1816 and at Red Hill 
in 1837. Old Scranton was among the last 
of the communities in Jackson County to 
organize a Methodist Church. - . 

A brief church history compiled in 1931 
and corroborated by-the local weekly news 
statesthat the Re¥. Ben Jones of the Moss 
Point Circuit held services at Scranton and 
at the beach area called “Seashore”, in 1874 
once a month on the second Sunday. 
Protestant church houses being non-existant 
at the time, the Rev. Jones used an abandon- 
ed school house. at Scranton, but the location 
of the Seashore meeting place remains 


_, unknown. The courthouse at Scranton was 


destroyed by fire in 1873 and again on 
March 1, 1875, limiting its use as a religious 
meeting place, but the completion of the 
Scranton Academy school building on 
Pascagoula Street the previous month and 
the erection of the Protestant, Union Church 
building on South Pascagoula Street and 
Washington Ave., provided a regular 
meeting place for divine services in each 
community. A Union Sunday School met in 
the afternoon in each community for some 
years even after the various denominations 
built church houses. The Union Sunday 
School in old Pascagoula, under its faithful 
leadership, continued as a positive force un- 
til 1945, but the Scranton Union school 
ended when Scranton Academy burned in 
1884. 

That the original membership of the begin- 
ning church was very small is evidenced 
from the old church register, which was com- 
piled in 1913 at the close of the tenure of the 
Rev. L.A. Darsey. Any previous records 
were undoubtedly destroyed by the fire of 
1884 or by the hurricane of 1893. However, 
most of the original members were still liv- 
ing in 1913 whose assistance was available 
in reconstructing a church roll. 

Foremost in this charter group was 
Cadmus H. Alley and Isabella Bilbo Alley, 
the parents of Lizzie Alley, their second 
child, who was fourteen years old. W.J. 
Canty and Nancy Young Canty (stepmother) 
were the parents of Laura and James 
Thomas Canty, fourteen and twelve years 
old respectively. Captain Henry C.C. Urie 
and Nancy McLeod Urie, his first wife, were 
the parents of .several children but only 
Hattie Urie grew up in the Methodist 
Church. George W. Tagert and Lavinia 


Ladnier Tagert, who was twenty-four years * it 


of age, were the parents of two small boys, '! | 


but only Lawrence became affiliated with the 

Methodist Church. At this point, it is in- 

teresting to note that Laura Canty (married , 
to Henry Gautier in 1896), Mrs. G.W; 
Tagert, and Miss Lizzie Alley were re-unitei 
fifty years later at a service during th 
celebration of the golden anniversary of this 
church in 1929. 

Members who had died or moved away 
were unlisted, which accounts for the omis- 
sion of the three members of the building 
committee - W.J. Canty, R.W. Lindop, and 
Capt. John Clark, Sheriff of Jackson County 
for twenty-one years. Another unlisted but 
interesting figure was a Rev. J.W. Williams,

It represents a 
very important business of the local economy 
and once served as a transportation link between 
Moss Point and Pascagoula. It was purchased by 
Hermes Gautier in 1931 and continues to operate 
as an Ice & Seafood industry by the Quin Gautier 
family.

sentatives rose in their seats. 

The President read his address slow- 
ly. and: in -a low-tone.~ Chief Justice 
White leaned forward with his hand 
at his ear lest he miss a word. ~ 

Between outbursts of applause, the 
big House chamber was without a 
sound except the President’s voice. 
slightly husky, Auditors on the floor 
and in the gallery were mute, hearing 
the surrender terms imposed on 
yanquished Germany. 

It avas apparent that the terms were 
pleasing. Faces which had been lonz 
with the portent of impending events 
when the President started speaking, 
brightened as he progressed. 

“The war thus comes to an end,” 
finally said the President.. The 
audience jumped to its feet cheering. 
Charles E. Ilughes was one of the 
leaders of the applause. 

It was 11:30 when the Fresident 
concluded. He had spoken 27 minutes.
